The interest taken b j the residents of 
Los Angeles in the recent great ocean 
yacht race between the Aggie and Lur- 
line, was to a oertain extent created by 
the fact that the former boat is the prop­ 
erty of Mr. Dan M cFarland, one of the 
most prominent and popular citizens in 
this community. 
Although the particu­ 
lars of the contest have already been 
given in the telegraphic columns of the 


H e r a l d , no details have yet been print­ 
ed here of the race; so a reporter was 
dispatched yesterday afternoon to Mc­ 
Farland’s residence to obtain the story 
of th e voyage from his own lips. 
The 
scribe found the gentlem an in question 
enjoying a Sunday afternoon dolce fa r 
iiiento, but on hearing of his visitor’s 
mission he at once graciously offered to 
furnish all the information at his dis­ 
posaL 
“ The 
way 
in 
which 
the 
race 
was brought about,” commenced Mr. 
McFarland was as follows: 
I addressed 
a letter to the President of the Pacific 
Yacht Club, asking for particulars about 
the summer races, and in reply received 
a communication stating that there would 
be no racing until fall, but th at Mr. 
Spreqkels was anxious to match the Lur- 
line against the Aggie for a trip from San 
Francisco to San Diego, the start be made 
on the 30th of June. I suppose you are 
aware that the two boats have frequently 
raced before, the Aggie winning three 
out of the four races which cook place be­ 
tween San Francisco andtheFarrallones, 
and in consequence of this a good deal of 
rivalry has always been felt between the 
masters of the two craft. 
I am always 
ready for a race, so I telegraphed back 
“ all 
right,” 
and 
telegraphed that 
the flag of the vanquished ship was 
to 
be 
the 
prize 
of 
the 
victor. In the meantime the Aggie was 
on the way to San Francisco where I was 
sending her for repairs, as she had been 
in commission for about eighteen months 
w ithout being overhauled and she needed 
a thorough look over. 
She m et with

In bar upward journey until she arrived 
within forty miles of the heads off San 
Francisco, and here she encountered a 
disaster which was the cause of her sub­ 
s e q u e n t losing the race. 
A heavy sea 
and strong wind blew up and as her 
fittings were of galvanized iron cable and 
old aud brittle they were not able to bear 
the jfllalif and the boat lost her foretop­ 
m ast and staysail, while h er mainmast 
was badly split and her Btanding rig­ 
ging and shrouds 
all broken. 
She 
beat about in this storm for four days 
and then put into San Simeon for tempo­ 
rary repairs, as only her bowsprit and 
helm were left in use. 
As soon as possi­ 
ble she was sent on to San Francisco, 
but on account of the delay caused by 
the storm, she did not arrive until the 
29th of June, and there was thus only 
twenty-four hours in which to do repairs 
that dem anded at least ten days labor. 
Had the race been for a money stake I 
would have at once dem anded an exten­ 
sion of time or else have declined to run, 
but as m atters were, I decided to fix 
things up as well as I could and start at 
the time appointed. The dockmen I em ­ 
ployed worked like beavers, and al­ 
though old salts who came down and 
watched our preparations, said th at we 
would not be able to put to sea we came 
up to line at the time set for the start. 
The Aggie was m anned with six men 
forward and a captain and mato, Mr. 
"While, formerly owner of th e boat, be­ 
ing in charge. The Lurline was under 
the control of Captain Swanson and was 
handled by a crew of picked men, Mr. 
Spreckels having the advantage of select­ 
ing his hands from the nineteen ships 
engaged by him in the Honolulu trade. 


T H E AGGIE’S GUESTS. 
There were eight guests in the cabin of 
the Aggie, whose names were a follows: 
Capt. W hite, Capt. Sam Staunton of the 
Electra, Mr. Wm. H art of the Examiner, 
Mr. Charles Cash of Philadelphia, and 
Messrs. J. W. Haverstick, Seward Cole, 
J . J. Melius, anflrMcCrea of Los Angeles, 
to which roll is to be addeff my own 
name, making a total of nine passengers. 
The Lurline carried Mr. J. D. Spreckels, 
Capt. Swanson, Mr. J. V. Coleman. Mr. 
Leon W eill and Mr. Phil Caduc, com­ 
mander of the Pacific Y acht club. ’For 
the first eighty miles it was a ne -and- 
neck race, both going like greyl >unds 
and neither having an advantage dt ten 
feet over the other. 
Then a calamity 
occurred to the Aggie for the new foretop 
mast which had been rigged up was car­ 
ried away. The cause of this was after­ 
wards ascertained to be that one of the 
riggers had while working at night inad­ 
vertently done some lashing with a piece 
of the old discarded rigging and this is 
what causecWt to give way. 
We were 
then leading the Lurline by abont six 
miles but of course this practically brought 
us to a standstill as far as mcing was 
concerned. Some on board were for 
giving up the race, but my motto was 
’Nil D esperandum ,' and we went to work 
to fix up as well as we could. 
We took 
three light two-inch sticks and lashed 
them together, and then sent two men 
aloft with this jurym ast, though we 
could not venture on using any racing 
aails. 
By this time the Lurline had 
got six miles ahead of us, but we over­ 
hauled her at a fast rate, and coon were 
running neck and neck again. And so 
the race went on to the time when we 
sighted San Clemente 
Island, below 
Catalina, and as this was about sixty 
miles from the finishing post at Point 
Loma, 


TH E REAL RACE COMMENCED. 
The Lnrline kept to leeward and ran 
within flve miles of the island, which 
was a great risk to take, as there was 
every possibility of becoming becalmed. 
We elected to keep about fifteen miles off 
the coast, and thus had to Bail ten miles 
further out and ten in again, and when 
we had reached the lower end of the 
island the Lnrline was abont six miles 
ahead. To make this up we decided to 
send up the racing sails. 
So in a few 
minutes we were spinning along with 
the balloon jib, flying and fore-top-sail 
well filled, and every indication that 


we 
would 
come in an 
easy 
win­ 
ner. 
We sped along in this manner 
for about four hours and then the jury- 
m ast and the sticks we had rigged up 
parted and away for the second time 
went our topsail and balloon jib. 
We 
did w hat we could to arrest this disaster, 
but the short distance rem aining to be 
traversed precluded our undertaking to 
again rig a temporary topm ast, so we 
scudded along as well as possible and got 
in as you know twenty-eight minutes be­ 
hind the Lnrline. Tt was 


A MAGNIFICENT RACK 
All through, for at no tim e did th e two 
boats lose sight of each other and we 
changed positions six times, tbe Aggie 
being three tim es to windward and ahead 
and the Lurline having the same record. 
Theoretically we won under the time 
allowance, for the sm aller boat in a race 
is allowed 2% minutes for each foot in 
length for every twenty-four miles raced, 
and the Aggie rides only 68 feet 10 inches 
on the water to the Lurline’s about 75 
feet. 
The actual time of the race was 
ninety hours and thirty minutes for the 
Lurline and ninety hours and fifty-eight 
minutes for the Aggie, and as the dis­ 
tance covered was about 558 miles, that 
is a very fine record. 
For the first 
twenty-four hours we traveled as fast as 
any pace ever made in American run­ 
ning—276 miles in that time. 
Another 
good trip made was round Point Con­ 
cepcion, when we 
logged 
forty-five 
miles in three hours and ten minutes. 
I thiuk it possible that we will get up 
another race and y ith the Aggie in good 
condition it is almost certain she would 
win. The Lurline men claim that their 
boat can make the best showing in light 
weather, but that is a m atter to be de­ 
cided by racing. 
We were terribly 
handicapped in our race, for we started 
out iu poor condition and met with cal­ 
am ity after calamity on the voyage, 
while the Lurline was in first-class con­ 
dition and nothing happened to m ar her 
progress 
during 
the entire journey. 
If 
a 
race 
’ were 
arranged 
for 
a round 
trip 
between 
San 
F ran­ 
cisco 
and 
San Diego I think that 
the betting would be 3 to 1 on the 
Lurline for the downward journey and 3 
to 1 on the Aggie for the up trip. 
We 
ran most of the tim e with three sails less 
than the Lurline, but in spite of this we 
did not get beaten very badly. The first 
time our m ast was blow n away there was 
a regular hurricane raging, the wind 
going fully 50 miles an hour. This did 
uot, however, impede us very much, as 
the wind was in’ our favor, and the only 
detrim ent was from the heavy seas which 
would 
occasionally wash 
overboard. 
The Aggie 
íb on her way now to 
San Pedro, where she will be thor­ 
oughly overhauled, as she is not in 
condition now to go to San Francisco for 
repairs as I at first intended. As the 
Coronet is lying off San Diego it is proba­ 
ble that We will have some more racing 
very shortly, though nothing of the sort 
has yet been arranged by the owners. 
The Coronet will necessarily have to 
lay ap some tim e after her long trip, bnt 
when she is in trim again, if Mr. Kush 
wants to m atch her against the Aggie, 
I 
will 
not 
say 
nay. 
By 
the 
way I saw in some of the papers a state­ 
m ent to the effeot that I had $1000 bet 
with Mr. Spreckels on the result of the 
Aggie-Lurline race. 
I t is all nonsense. 
I did not have a cent staked on the af­ 
fair. it was simply a race for glory,” con­ 
cluded Mr. M ctarljp d , as the scribe 
pocketed his note-book and departed, 
thinking that he might possibly be in­ 
truding on too much of Mr. M cFarland’s 
time.

RUN OVER. 


l l lc U a r d A j e r a K i l l e d bjr H i s O w n 
T e a m . 
Coroner M eredith went down to El 
Monte yesterday to hold an inquest on 
the 
body of R ichard Ayers, a jute 
m erchant of 55 Banning street, who was 
run over and killed by his own team. 
Deceased was 35 years of age and, it is 
believed, was a single m an. The first 
witness examined was a boy nam ed 
Wm. Berry, who testified.—“ I reside in 
East I/is Angeles. Wlive at the Monte 
with Mr. Reader, and work for him . 
About one o’clock this afternoon I and 
some other boys were going along the 
county road and about a quarter of a 
mile east of the San Gabriel river, we 
notiqed a team of horses running away. 
There was no one with the team . 
We 
stopped it, and getting into the wagon, 
drove 
back. 
On 
getting 
near 
to 
the place from 
which 
they 
start­ 
ed the horses 
‘scared’ 
at 
a 
bar­ 
rel of 
soap 
that was standing 
in 
the road and ran away with us. I*w ent 
to where the deceased was lying; he was 
unconscious. 
H e was between the rail­ 
road and the connty road. 
I do not 
know him . 
T h o r P. Kelly, on being sworn, said: 
I reside at Puente. I am a section hand 
on the Southern Pacific railroad. 
I do 
not know the deceased. 
About noon to­ 
day I r nd some others were coming down 
the track on a hand-car, and when about 
a mile west of Puente I noticed the de­ 
ceased Crossing the track ahead of us 
some 200 or 300 yards. 
I also noticed 
him after crossing stop the team, get 
out of the wagon and go to the heads 
of his horses. 
On getting within 200 
yards of him his 
team 
started off. 
He was hanging on to the bridles. We 
Btopped our car and watched h im ; as far 
as we could see the team he was still 
hanging on to them . 
We came on down 
the road and found the deceased lying 
near the road, some 250 yards from 
where the team started. 
H e was un­ 
conscious, but still alive. 
He was placed 
in a wagon and taken to El Monte for 
medical treatm ent, but died on the way. 
No train was in sight at the tim e of the 
runaway. 
I do not think the hand-car 
scared the team , as we were some dis­ 
tance away at the time. 
The Coroner’s jury rendered a verdict 
to the effect that the deceased came to 
his leath from “ injuries sustained by 
being dragged and run over by a team in 
his possession, and while said team was 
running away.” 


GOVERNMENT’S CLAIM. 


How it is Regarded by Cit­ 
izens Here. 


CHAELES DUCOMMUN’S VIEWS. 


The P aten t, to the City from the 
United States Thought to 
Settle the M atter. 


H a rriso n a n d th e «¿rangers. 
The Chicago Tribune makes a sorry 
show of supporting Gen. Harrison. In 
its leading editorial reviewing the nomi­ 
nation it says: 
“After the Granger Can­ 
didates were all killed the Convention 
selected General Harrison, who is a 
railroad attorney himself and a partner 
of Steve Elkins in a cattle syndicate. If 
Harrison had been suspected of any taint 
of Grangerism his throat would have 
been cut from ear to ear.” If the West­ 
ern Grangers accept the view of Harrison 
that is presented by the special Granger 
organ, 
General Harrison will find it 
rough aleddingin the Western States.— 
(Philadelphia Times. 


A special telegram in the H e r a l d yes­ 
ter day m orning relative to the claim o f 
the United States Government to the 
property located on the corner of M ain 
and Commercial streets created consider­ 
able interest on the streets yesterday. 
It will be remembered th at not long, ago 
a dem and was made upon the County 
Clerk and the City Clerk for the books 
of record and papers appertaining to & e 
conntry under the Mexican Government. 
The County Clerk forwarded the docu­ 
m ents in his possession to the United 
States 
officials, and 
it 
was 
from 
these, 
in 
connection 
with 
the 
documents 
in 
the 
Land 
Office, 
at San Francisco th at Surveyor-General 
Hammond obtained the inf ormation upon 
which the claim to the land is baeed. 
The report of Surveyor-General H am ­ 
mond alleges th at in 1846 Don Pio Pico 
purchased the land in question, together 
with a house which stood thereon, for 
the M exican government, agreeing to 
pay $5,000 for the whole to the owner, 
Julian Williams. It is claimed that in 
1846 the final paym ent of $4,656 was 
made to Antonio Maria Lago, the agent 
of W illiams, and th at the building and 
lot were occupied by the M exican gov­ 
ernm ent, and by the United States troops 
after the American occupation. I t is also 
alleged that after the American troops 
were removed from Los Angeles, Will­ 
iams, thinking th at no one was aware of 
the transfer to Governor Pio Pico, took 
jossession of the property and transferred 
t to others. 
On the other hand it is 
claimed tnat the land was never peid 
for, Lugo, in an affidavit, swearing th at 
I >300 was all th at was paid of the $6,000 
l or which the bargain was made, and 
th at the real title was never in the Mexi­ 
can government. 
A reporter of the H e r a l d yesterday 
called upon Mr. Chas. Ducomznun, one 
of the present owners of the land, to 
ascertain his views on the subject. M r.... 
Ducommun said th at there was nothhig 
in the claim, so far as he could judge 
from a hasty examination of the papers 
>resented by General H am m ona. 
He 
iad arrived in Los Angeles in 1852 and 
at th a t time the property was occupied 
by a Mr. Packard as the Bella Union 
Hotel. 
“ It was well know n then th at 
the Government had used it as head­ 
quarters for a short time, but they aban­ 
doned it, and Mr. Julian W illiams was 
considered the owner. I purchased a 
] >ortion of this land from the son of Mr. 
Yilliams, and afterwards when B. D. 
Wilson sold out here in order to 
at­ 
tend 
to 
his 
rancho 
near 
San 
Gabriel, 
I 
bought 
the 
corner 
which 
was 
then 
a 
corral. 
I 
obtained 
w arranty 
deeds 
from 
both 
parties, which have 
secured 
me. The United States patent tq the 
city, embracing all its property within 
the patent boundary, took this property 
in also, and I have a quit claim deed 
from the city. Thare have in the past 
thirty years been several attem pts to 
throw a doubt upon my title, but these 
have always proven unavailing because 
of the 
strong 
title I hold. Before 
1856 there was no svstem in the record­ 
ing of titles and documents in relation 
thereto, and it is easy to stir up a mud­ 
dle but by no means easy to prove it. I 
really do not think there is anything in 
it, although, should the Government 
prosecute its claim, I am prepared to con­ 
test it.” 
Ex-M avor C. E. Thom was also seen 
and said that he came here in 1854, and 
remembered the Bella Union 
Hotel, 
which was then kept by Abel Macy, the 
father of the present City Treasurer. 
The 
building, 
which 
had 
been 
occupied 
as 
military 
headquarters, 
still 
bore 
traces 
of 
such 
use. 
As far as he could 
remember Mr. 
B. D. Wilson was the ownerof the build­ 
ing and was in undisputed possession. 
He did not think th at the claim of tho 
Government would prove good. 
Mayor Workman said that he knew 
enough of B. D. Wilson to say th at he 
would never have bought the property if 
the title had not been perfectly clear. At 
that time Mr. Wilson had for his attorney 
Joseph Lancaster Brent, one of the best 
lawyers of the time, now a successful 
sugar Dlanter in Louisiana. 
Mr. Wilson 
never bought property if Brent said the 
title was not good, and the fact that 
Brent had passed upon the title and Wil­ 
son had bought it proved conclusively to 
the Mayor that the Government claim 
to the land was not well founded. 
It will be seen that one ground for con­ 
test will be upon the patents from 
the United States Government. 
The 
first patent was given on August 9. 1866, 
and was signed by Andrew Johnson, 
President. 
This recites the grant of 
Manuel Mieheltorena, the Governor of 
the Departm ent of California, and gives 
or grants to the city a tract of land con­ 
taining 17,172 acres, em bracing the pres­ 
ent limits of the city, with the exception 
of a strip on the south. 
Soon after this 
patent was issued a num ber of disputes 
as to titles of land arose, claims being 
based on Spanish or Mexican convey­ 
ances. To settle these a new patent waa 
applied for, the application asking that 
a five-year limitation clause 
be 
in­ 
serted. The second patent was issued 
August 4th, 1875, and w as'signel by U. 
S. G rant as President and D. D. Cone as 
Secretary of the Interior. This con­ 
tained the five year limitation clause and 
after August 4th, 1880, it is claim ed that 
all disputes as to ownership were set at 
rest. 
It is alleged that the patent trans­ 
ferred all the title of the U nited States 
to lands in this city to the city and that 
a quit claim deed from the city gives tbe 
title to the present owner o f' the land.

Sometim es pa­ 
tients feel as though th eir whole head was in a 
state of rottenness, so great íb tho am ount of 
m atter d isch aig cl and so fetid is its odor. The 
p atien t 1b greatly annoyed by th e constant drop­ 
ping in to th e th ro at of the m orbid m atter from 
th e head, and as a recum bent position n atu r­ 
ally favors th e flow dow nw ard, his rest is fre­ 
quently disurbed from this cause. M any suffer- 
erf a r- obliged to lie w ith th e head very m uch 
elevated la order to sleep w ith some degree 
of oomfort. 
Iu others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm 
collects behind an d above th e soft palate, in 
th e passage between the th ro at and head, ad­ 
hering to th e p arts with glulsh tenacity. Its 
lodgem ent em barrasses respiration and creates 
a sensation of irritation and uneasiness in the 
affected locality, w hich gives rise to a constant 
and alm ost Irresistible desire to relieve th e dis- 
com lort by draw ing th e m ucus into th e throat, 
bo as to eject it by th e m outh.

Occasionally a solid cast of nota­ 
ble size is expelled, on w hich there are general­ 
ly traces of blood, but In some cases the cast 
presents a tubular appearance, bslng of exact 
shape of th e nasal cavity. This condition is in ­ 
dicative of ulceration, w hich, in tim e m ay des­ 
troy the bony structure of the nose aud produ e 
a subsequent flattening of th a t organ. 
Cases are occasionally m et with in w hich a 
thick, viBcid, slim y secretion coats th e m em ­ 
brane of th e nasal cavities, and then putrlfiis, 
giving rise to a stench w hich is really overpow­ 
ering und sufficiently fetid to poison th e atm os­ 
phere of a w hole room ; and there are others in 
w hich all th e secretions of th e m em brane are 
suspended, causing an unpleasant feeling of 
dryness, h eat and leverishuess in the head and 
nose—a condition popularly kuow n as "Dry 
C atarrh." 
The disease speedily extends to th e air cavi­ 
ties of th e bones of th e forehead and face, giv­ 
ing rise to a distressing sensation of heavy 
w eight or com pression over th e forehead, cspe 
cialiy in the region above aud between the 
eyes, and to a feeling of fuUnesB, heat, irrita­ 
tion, sorenesB, or pain In the nostrils near the 
root of th e nose, as well as in th e upper part of 
th e throat, above an d behind th e soft palate.

The breath is alw ays tainted, and at tim es as­ 
sum es an exceedingly fetid an d sickening odor. 
In som e cases it becom es so revoltlngly offen­ 
sive as to render th e sufferer an object of dis­ 
gust to him self as w ell as to others. 
The nasal m em b rare is thickened and con­ 
gested, causing th e nose to be stopped up, som e­ 
tim es on one side, som etim es on the other, aud 
often on both, giving rise to a disugrecable, 
stuffy sensation in th e head, and occasioning 
violent and prolonged paroxysm s of Bneezing. 
The voice is weak, in d istin ct and husky, or of 
a nasal character, displaying a sort of sniffing 
quality. 
O ftentim es there is a continuous 
hoarseness and discordacce. There is also a 
sense of irritation in th e throat, an d frequent 
attem pts to clear the parts of phlegm , produc­ 
ing th e sound “nem ," m ore or less forcibly. In 
some cases patients com plain of an uncom fort­ 
able feeUug of f uilneSB, or a choky sensation in 
the throat, and in others of a distressing and al­ 
m ost constant dryness for th e tem porary reUef 
of w hich they have to swallow frequently. 
Others, again, speak of a constant bad or nause­ 
ous taste in the m outh or throat. 
The stom ach generally sutlers m ore or less, 
and becomes w eak and irritable, th e appetite is 
capricious, and nearly alw ays bad in the m orn­ 
ing. The p atien t is languid, unable to perform 
m ental or physical labor w ith th e usual facility, 
is nervous, depressed in spirits, at tim es fearful, 
tim id, agitated and inclined to drowsiness and 
sleep, th e m em ory w eakened and perm anent 
Im pairm ent seriously threatened.

Ban P edro is about to be converted 
into one of the largest and most service­ 
able harbors on the Pacific Coast, not­ 
w ithstanding the fact that the appropria­ 
tions of the Government for that great 
work have been stinted and capriciously 
dealt oat, and that the original niggardly 
provision for operations there, made in 
th e current Rivers and Harbors bill, has 
been still further reduced to $65,000. 
In 
view of the scant provision made for 
harbors by nature on the Pacific coast of 
the United States, the policy of the Gov­ 
ernm ent towards San Pedro is simply 
inexplicable. 
It is in marked contrast 
w ith tb at of France, which, between 
1803 and 1857, spent $60,000,000 in creat­ 
ing the artificial harbor of Cherbourg, a 
great work which was begun under the 
first and ended under the third Napoleon. 
However, we are not to rely solely upon 
th e Government for the completion of a 
great work so necessary in our transconti­ 
nental development. The Southern Pacific 
Company have come to the rescue and 
they are about to expend large sums of 
money at San Pedro in the erection of 
breakw aters and wharves which will 
make that roadstead responsive to the 
.^oramercial necessities of the day. Theré 
is no reason why it should not be made 
the second port in harbor facilities, as it 
is in business, on the Pacific Coast. 
W ith the im provements contemplated 
under way, the shortest and most practic­ 
able route from Atlantic to Pacific tide­ 
w ater lies through the city of Los Ange­ 
les, and the short railway haul thus as­ 
. flared will be of incalculable benefit to our 
people. I t makes absolutely no differ­ 
ence w hether habor facilities are natural 
or artificial. 
All that is needed is that 
safety and expedition should be assured, 
and the ships of tftg world will stand on 
no pwptjiid,

Our harbor and wharf facilities 
are increasing at a gratifying rate of late. 
The Ballona harbor project, which has 
been suspended for the moment, will 
doubtless shortly be resumed, while Re­ 
dondo Beach is a lively and likely can­ 
didate for popular favor. The ocean 
front of Los Angeles county will forever 
rem ain a guarantee of cheap transporta­ 
tion and of ready access to the markets 
of the world for our producers, and will 
always be a leading factor in the phe­ 
nomenal progress which new character­ 
izes and will always characterize this 
section. 


H o n . M o r r is M . E s t e e is making him ­ 
self quite conspicuous in the East lately 
as a political prophet, and the Eastern 
press is full of his outgivings. If the 
gentlemen of the newspaper guild who 
interview that em inent Dolly Varden 
statesman knew as much about his qual­ 
ities as a seer as we know on this Coast 
they would not attach a very high value 
to his opinions of how the people of Cali­ 
fornia were likely to vote. 
A few days 
before the election in 1S62 Mr. Estee an­ 
nounced to a large meeting at P iatt’s 
H all, in the city of San Francisco, that 
he was as certain to be elected Governor 
of this fair Commonwealth as that the 
night would succeed the day. 
He did 
not qualify his sweeping statem ent with 
any ands, ifs or buts. 
He disdained to 
deal in contingencies or to adm it adverse 
possibilities. No pent up Utica obscured 
his vision; 
and 
he 
saw 
himself, 
in his m ind’s eye, securely in possession 
of the gubernatorial prize, Stoneman be­ 
ing nowhere. The curtain rolled up and 
disclosed Stoneman the choice of the 
people by a majority nearly three times 
as large as had ever theretofore been 
given to a candidate for office in Califor­ 
nia. In view of 
his fact, when Mr. 
Estee says that California and the whole 
Pacific Coast are certain to vote for H ar­ 
rison and Morton, sensible people will 
indulge in the wink of discreet reminis­ 
cence, and will apply the thum b of their 
dexter hand and wriggle the rem aining 
digits thereof in the manner peculiar to 
small boys when confronting a proposi­ 
tion in which they take precious small 
stock. 
Mr. Estee possesses a bazoo of 
elegant resonance, but his powers of oc­ 
cult divination have not been confirmed 
by the outcome. 
W hen Estee starts to 
prophesying sagacious people recognize 
th a t it is highly prudent to “ copper” his 
oracles. 


Los A n g e l e s city and county certainly 
ought to be and is the Paradise of the 
laboring man. Not to enforce the writ­ 
ing of a long article by taking in the 
county, through whose ample Bpread all 
sorts of improvements, railway and other 
are under way, there are a few things go­ 
ing on in the city, which can be readily 
called to mind, which illustrate our posi­ 
tion perfectly. The county is building a 
Coui t House which will cost $500,000. 
The city is not doing quite so well, but 
she is laboring with a building which 
will cost $300,000. 
A system of Cable 
cars is under way which will cost $1,000,- 
O00j and which will be completed in six 
m onths. The W ater Company has re­ 
cently borrowed $300,000, which they are 
spendingon exteudingtheir mains and im­ 
proving their facilities. The Tenth Street 
Hotel, which will involve an outlay of 
$600,000, will give employment to a great 
deal of labor. The splendid block on the 
corner of Spring and Second streets, and 
which íb being pushed rapidly to com­ 
pletion, will cost $200,000. Dr. Burbank 
is putting up a new theater on Main 
street, which will involve an expenditure 
of $160,000. These are a few of the im­ 
provements which are under way in 
Lúa Angeles at the present writing. 


A 8P B C i.lLto the H e r a l d yesterday an­ 
nounced the discovery in the United 
States Surveyor General’s office at San 
Francisco of a dee-1 to th e last Mexican 
Governor, Pio Pico, conveying to that 
Government the house of Julian Wil­ 
liams, embracing the property now known 
as the 8t. Charles Hotel, and adjoining to 
Commercial street in this city. If this 
property belonged to the M exican Gov­ 
ernm ent in 1845, it would have passed 
over to the American Governm ent in 
1848, ipso facto, by virtue of the Treaty of 
Guadalupe de Hidalgo. But it seems that 
the property was resumed about that time 
by the grantor, Julian W illiams, by vir­ 
tue of the non-payment of the purchase 
price, and the failure of Pio Pico to com­ 
ply with the conditions of the grant. 
If 
this is true, then the Government would 
meet with a serious difficulty at the start, 
if it should endeavor to establish its 
claim. The present owners derive ¿heir 
title from Julian W illiams, whose agent 
and attorney, Antonio M aria Lugo filed 
the following attested declaration on 
April 14th, 1847: 
I, the undersigned, Antonio Maria 
Lugo, do certify that Mr. Julian Williams 
authorized me to sell his house in this 
place to the Government, 
then 
tablished in this country, for the sum of 
$6,000, with the very express condition 
that the paym ent should be made two 
months after taking possession. 
All that I could obtain in paym ent of 
said house was the sum of $300, which 
sum was not sufficient to pay the rent of 
the house up to the time that this amount 
was paid to me. The Government did 
not, in any manner, comply with what 
was agreed upon, and, consequently, the 
house now belongs to Mr. Julian Wil­ 
liams, the Government of California hav­ 
ing lost all right to it when the Ameri­ 
cans took possession cf this town. I 
likewise certify that the bale of the house 
was never authorized by any decree, and 
that the whole transaction was done 
verbally, it being understood that, the 
conditions being complied with, 
Mr. 
Julian W illiams would give them legal 
possession and for his Government and 
security I sign (requesting another to do 
so for me), in the citv of Los Angeles, 
April 14, 1847. 
(Signed):

(Signed): ^

The foregoing is a true translation o f 
the original.

It is not to be thought of, in any event, 
that the United States Government would 
seriously undertake to recover this prop­ 
erty after the undisputed possession of it 
by innocent parties for forty years, but 
should the contrary be the case, then the 
above document would be a “ tower of 
strength” in favor of the legal and equit­ 
able title of the present owners.

tho stretcher up and bore it ashore. A 
crowd of spectators, among whom were 
a num ber of photographers, pressed for* 
ward in the hope of getting a view of the 
G eneral's features. They were disap­ 
pointed. however, for a large umbrella 
which was held over him to shield him 
from the sun’s rays, also acted as an 
effectual barrier to the curious. On the 
shore the sailors carried the General up 
to his cottage and into his room. 
The cottage is most tastefully decorat­ 
ed, its front windows look out over Buz­ 
zard Bay, and it is in close proxim ity to 
several other fine sum m er residences. 
The General was placed in the front par­ 
lor as it is the pleasantest and m ost con­ 
venient room.

T H E TARIFF QUEBTION. 
“ As to the tariff. I have investigated 
the Mills bill, and taken as a whole I

but specific. Take our own county, for 
instance. 
Much has been said of the 
fruit interests—the proposed bill as it 
now stands does not reduce the tariff on 
fruit except as to raisins, and in that 
case only half a cent. But this reduction 
is more than compensated for by the 
elimination of the wastage clause con­ 
tained in the present tariff law.

Tbe Mills bill makes no such allowance 
and the result is th at the tariff on all im­ 
ported fruits, including raieins, is raised 
rather than lowered. 
As to wool, my 
own view is that the party is right in 
seeking to cheapen the clothing which is 
necessary for both th&poor and the rich. 
A necessary of life ought not to be taxed, 
and woolen clothes are necessaries. Out­ 
side of this, the wool which we raise is 
short, it is defective in staple, and with­ 
out the addition of the improved wools 
we cannot make the finest clothes. 
We 
can never compote with other nations in 
the manufacture of fine woolens until we 
remove the tariff obstruction.” 


MR. DREXLER OVERHAULED. 
I observe that Mr. D rexler, of San 
Francisco, has declared that he intends 
to support Harrison and Morton because 
of the proposed abrogation of the tariff 
on jute and wool, yet h e asserts that un­ 
der the present high protection no woolen 
mill in the United States is paying a 
dividend. 
Mr. Drexler declares that he 
will have to dose up his establishm ent if 
Cleveland is elected. As he is manufac­ 
turing at a loss such a course would seem 
to be in the nature of a blessing, and it 
doubtless would be for the benefit of 
his creditors. The fact that be is manu­ 
facturing at a loss proves the truth of 
w hat I have said, that under the present 
tariff, woolen manufactures cannot be 
conducted in California at a profit. 
As 
to the jute business, in which Mr. Drex­ 
ler is interested, he being President of 
the only institution outside of San Quen­ 
tin, which manufactures jute in this 
State, I have this to say—jute is not 
raised in California in large quantities. 
Mr. Drexler claims that he employs 
400 m en 
in 
his 
factory. 
I un­ 
derstand 
that 
324 
of 
them 
are C hinam en; this, however, is im ma­ 
terial. Tbe pertinent m atter to be con­ 
sidered is the effect of a reduction of the 
jute tariff upon the jute industries of the 
State. Every farm er who uses a jute bag, 
and that means every farm er who raises 
a sack of wheat, barley, oats, corn, beans, 
potatoes, walnuts or any of the products 
of our soil, which are ordinarily shipped 
in jute bags, is interested in lessening 
the cost of the raw m aterial, out of which 
the sack which he utilizes is made. 
The 
Mills 
bill 
perm its 
the 
im portation of the raw material free, 
ana this means a direct benefit to the 
farm ers of this State of $500,000 a year. 
Beyond this I m ight mention the fact 
that jute bags are now used for the 
transportation of high grades of gold- 
bearing rock in which there is a consid­ 
erable quantity of free metal, therefore, 
even tbe mining interest is to some ex­ 
tent interested. 
Referring again to the fruit question I 
will call your attention to the removal 
of the duty on tin, and one of the most 
im portant items of expenditure in the 
canning process is thus m aterially modi­ 
fied. 
W ith free tin, a cannery which is 
now unable to transact a profitable busi­ 
ness can successfully continue in opera­ 
tion. 
A great deal has been said about 
silver. 
At some other time 1 will 
joint 
out 
to 
you 
from 
the 
Congressional Records that the Demo­ 
cratic 
party 
is 
the 
silver 
party 
of the country. 
Outside of the Pacific 
Coast Senators there are no bona fide sil­ 
ver m en among the Republican mem ­ 
bers of the Upper House of our National 
legislature, and if any one disputes this 
let him publish the roll-calls upon the 
question. 
While the views of the Presi­ 
dent upon this proposition may have been 
questioned, there is nothing in the atti­ 
tude of previous Republican executives 
to justify the utterance that the Repub­ 
lican party holds any different views upon 
the silver and Chinese questions than 
than those which were positively ex­ 
pressed by Presidents Hayes and Ar­ 
thur, and which m et w ith the concur­ 
rence of Mr. H arrison.”

T o - d a y . 
There is • considerable amount of 
work before the City Council to-day, but 
it will probably be of a less interesting 
nature than was the work of last Mon­ 
day. The matter of deeding away a 
portion of the reservoir site has been 
laid away for thirty days, the outfall 
•ewer matter will not in all probability 
be brought up, and the proposition to 
restrict the number of saloons will not 
be reconsidered until next Monday. 
There are, however, outside of theBe sub­ 
jects, a number of others which will be 
discussed. The Board of Trade will ask 
that an ordinance be framed providing 
for the issuance of permits for the erection 
of buildings. In its petition the Board of 
Trade states that a number of inquiries 
are being constantly received relative to 
the number of buildings being con­ 
structed here, and as there is no record 
kept there is no way in which this infor­ 
mation can be obtained. It therefore 
— 
QEduaoue- be., framed re­ 
quiring all who build to procure permits 
giving the name of the owner, the cost, 
size, number of stories and material 
used. A monthly summary of building 
operations can then be obtained and the 
publication of this will be a great aid to 
the city. 
The property owners of Mozart street, 
between Workman and Chestnut, East 
Los Angeles, desire a thirty-inch culvert 
put in to carry off the winter water, 
which they are afraid will destroy the 
good condition of the street if the culvert 
is not put in. 
C. C. Paige and associates ask an ex­ 
tension of six months time in which to 
complete a street car line to run on Mis­ 
sion street, between Albert street and the 
east boundary of the city. The petition 
states that the completion of the road 
has been delayed for the reason that the 
property owners desire to grade Mission 
street, and to put the trackB down before 
the grading, would necessitate a change 
after the grading is completed. Another 
reason for the delay is that the company 
expect to make arrangements w ith the 
Kuhrts street line to extend its line over 
the Mission street franchise, and this 
will give a ride of several miles for but 
one fare. 
H. H. Arms and others ask for a fran­ 
chise for a street railroad, to commence 
on Santa Fe avenue, in front of the 
depot, and run thence to Second street, 
on 
Second 
to Rio. along Rio 
to Third, along Third to Mateo, along 
Mateo to LeGrande, along LeGrande to 
Santa Fe avenute and thence to the city 
limits. The motive power is to be horses 
or mules. 
The property owners in the vicinity of 
the City Central and Williamson tracts 
ask that the city pay for the electricity 
which furnishes their light. They state 
that for a year they have paid for their 
own lights, but the country has now be­ 
come thickly settled in that neighbor­ 
hood and it is the duty of the city to pay 
for the lights. 
Several citizens residing on Hanson 
street, which has recently been ordered 
graded under the Vrooman act, ask that 
the assessments for sidewalks already 
constructed be declared void. 
Messrs. Zellner & Nolte have filed a 
protest against the widening of First 
street, between San Pedro and Los An­ 
geles. on the ground that the widening 
will destroy the value of their lots by 
making them too shallow for use. 
A citizen has discovered that there are 
numbers in two blocks on Temple street 
which are just alike, and he asks that 
the street be renumbered. 
E. R. Brainerd and others have filed a 
protest against the grading of Edgeware 
road. 
E. H. Boyd and others ask that the 
grade of Mission road be established by 
the City Surveyor. 
P. Beaudry and others protest against 
the grading of Beaudry avenue, between 
Diamond and Temple streets. 
The property owners on Adams street, 
which is to be graded, ask that the con­ 
tractor be instructed to allow the shade 
trees to remain. 


BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 
The Board of Public Works met on 
Saturday morning, and translated the 
following business: 
A petition from the Los Angeles and 
Vernon Railroad Company requesting 
a franchise clearly defining and settling 
the right of way for a street railroad, and 
the privelege of operating and maintain­ 
ing the same, over the following route, 
might be given them : Commencing at 
the southern boundry line of the city of 
Los Angeles on Central avenue as the 
same is now located according to the 
franchise granted to E. F. ¡Bryson, from 
whom they (the petitioners) obtained it 
by purchase. The matter was referred 
to the City Attorney for his opinion. 
Another petition was presented and 
read from the property owners on Belle­ 
vue avenue, requesting that said avenue 
be graded under the Vrooman act from 
its intersection with Edgeware road and 
New Cincinnati street, to its intersection 
with Laguna avenue and Lomitas street. 
Recommended that the same be granted 
and that the City Attorney be instructed 
to draw up the notice of intention as re­ 
quired under the Vrooman act. 
Daniel Freeman petitioned the Board 
for permission to make use of the areas 
underneath the sidewalk on the corner of 
Spring and Sixth streets by vaulting the 
same and constructing fire-proof vaults 
under the sidewalk in a manner consist­ 
ent with the class of building to be 
erected. Recommended that the same 
be referred to the Superintendent of 
Streets to grant permission under the 
rnles drawn up to regulate such matters. 
The petition from the President of the 
East Los Angeles Board of Trade, asking 
that a substantial iron bridge be con­ 
structed in place of the condemned Dow­ 
ney avenue bridge, commensurate with 
the width and travel of that avenue. Re­ 
ferred to the Bridge Committee. 
The California Central Railway Com­ 
pany presented a petition as follows: 
“A* we are desirous of making several 
permanent improvements on our city 
lands, deeded to us by the city of Los 
Angeles, we respectfully request your 
honorable body to authorize and direct 
the City Surveyor to make the survey 
of and define the corners and lines of 
gaid lands in order that we may avoid 
making any mistakes.'’ The City Sur­ 
veyor was instructed to define the lines, 
etc., as prayed for, immediately. 
D. M. McGarry, who is about to subdi­ 
vide his property, also petitioned the 
Board to instruct the City Surveyor to 
define the lines of his property on Eighth 
and Ninth streets. Recommended that 
the same be granted. 
The property owners on Tenth street, 
between Pearl and Buckley streets, pre­ 
sented a petition for permission to grade 
and gravel Tenth street for the distance 
named. 
Recommended that they be 
granted leave to do their own work upon 
the usual conditions.

WAGES OF LABOR. 


r iic F a lla c y tb a t P ro tectio n Kn 
Itauce* th em D em o n stra ted . 
E d i t o r s H e r a l d —Perm it me to com­ 
ment on Mr. Spencer’s partial reply to 
one of my questions which were pub­ 
lished by your courtesy in the H e r a l d 
of J une 29. 
The question th at he chose 
to answer (in the Tribune of July 4) is: 
“ Why are wages so mnch lower in pro­ 
tected European nations than in Free- 
trade England, if as you say, protection 
keeps up wages ?” 
• 
From the protected nations of Europe, 
he selects Germany for his text. 
He 
tacitly adm its th at protection has not 
benefited German labor. 
So much al­ 
ready, and we have yet the other pro­ 
tected European countries to hear from. 
But he attem pts to account for that fact 
by alleging that the German working­ 
m an is in a state of "sluggish apathy,” 
occupying a "neutral attitude of hopeless 
acceptance of the doctrine that whatever 
is, is right.” Is Socialism an acceptance 
of any such doctrine? Yet Socialism is 
a power in German politics. 
German 
workingmen carry elections against the 
Governmental party. 
Does that indi­ 
cate “ sluggish apathy” on their part? 
Mr. Spencer mistakes the German char­ 
acter. As members of the same Teutonic 
race, the Anglo-Saxon and the German 
alike, from the time of Tacitus to the 
present, have been celebrated for sturdy 
independence. 
Bismarck’s political foes charge him 
with misusing the anti-Socialist law in 
some instances for the purpose of break­ 
ing up trades unions. 
The charge may 
or may not be true. 
But if Mr. Spencer 
grounds upon this his statem ent that 
every combination of workingmen has 
been 
thus 
suppressed, he certainly 
claims too much. 
Bismarck openly 
avows that high wages are a national de­ 
sideratum —he has secured for labor a 
protection against accident and other 
misfortunbs by an insurance law. 
Ger­ 
m any is the birth-place of trades unions. 
German legislation favored workingmen 
and trades anions long before it was 
done in England. 
Employers and em­ 
ployed were not made equal before Eng­ 
lish law until 1875. 
No serious obstacle has been shown 
either in the institutions or animus of 
the German government, or in the "m en­ 
tal attitude’, of German laborers them ­ 
selves, that would prevent them from 
seizing any of the alleged benefits sup­ 
posed to be held out to them by the 
tariff system. The "m ental attitude” of 
a laborer who will not take higher wages 
if he can get them is unknown to me. 
I therefore re-iterate my question. 
Can Mr. Spencer give any other an­ 
swer ? 
But it will be seen that Mr. Spencer 
introduces a striking truth into his pro­ 
tection theory. Protection alone, he ad­ 
mits, will net raise wages; the workmen 
in the protected industries must com­ 
bine, m ust strike, must compel their em ­ 
ployers to raise them . This truth and 
Mr. Spencer’s theory make a queer com­ 
bination. S ee! So long as protection is 
any benefit to an industry, we all .(most­ 
ly working people^ must give from our 
earnings an enhanced price to the pro­ 
tected manufacturer for his wares, in 
order th at lie can pay increased wages to 
his men. 
In like m anner, if our employ­ 
er is protected, a universal contribution 
is enforced in his favor. The unprotect­ 
ed industries don’t come in yet—they 
muBt wait until m utual contributions 
have enriched the others, and then profit 
by their increased custom. 
Result so far—protected manufacturers 
enriched at the expense, principally, of 
all labor. Now "protected” labor asks 
how it will get its money back. Mr. 
Spencer says: 
"Y ou can’t get it unless 
your ‘mental attitude’ is all right. 
You 
must combine—strike if necessary.” Mr. 
Spencer never was nearer the truth, as 
"protected” Pennsylvania miners can 
testify. But when they struck in accord­ 
ance with this advice, they were often 
beaten by imported foreign " pauper 
labor.” 
Mr. Spencer, you are a lawyer. When 
a client comes to you and says, "A man 
is claiming some" of my property,” do 
you say, "L et him take it and then we 
will sue him and get it back?” No! You 
say, "Possession is nine points of the 
law ; hold on to it, and let him sue you if 
he likes.” 
Sound advice! but we have been act­ 
ing contrary to it ever since the rebellion. 
The fable of the "Belly and the Mem­ 
bers” which you quote, has been preached 
to us (by those in the interest of the 
belly) with such effect that what with 
war tari ft’, giant monopolies, monstrous 
fortunes, and grasping trusts on the one 
hand and tram ps, strikes and distress on 
the other—this with a growing surplus in 
the Treasury—that there is stealing over 
the people an impression that Uncle Sam 
is becoming somewhat “ pot-bellied.” 
But to return to the cause of this dis- 
cussioD. 
You published a table of wages 
paid in one revenue tariff country and in 
four protected countries. 
One of these 
four paid higher wages than the revenue 
tariff country. Three of them paid lower 
wages. 
Yet this table above you claimed 
as conclusive against the proposition that 
a revenue tariff was better for the work­ 
ingman than a protective tariff. 
It was 
not until the table was turned against 
you that you recognized the fact that 
other things m ust be considered. 
You 
now justly say tbat an argum ent from 
such a table standing alone is "falla­ 
cious 
that we must consider, in mak­ 
ing such comparisons, character of labor­ 
ers, and (let me add) natural advantages. 
But, tell me, do Republicans consider 
those things when they compare Ameri­ 
can and English wages ? 
From Jam es G. Blaine, in such exag­ 
gerated utterances as the one that daily 
heads the Tribune editorial 
column, 
down to the blatant street-corner advo­ 
cate of a war-tariff. such a mere com­ 
parison of wages is "fallaciously” held 
out by them as conclusive. I t is not that 
we have inherited an untouched con­ 
tinent, while England has used her land 
thousands of years, not that we have 
thirty-fold more acres apiece than the 
Englishmen, not our more easily worked 
mines, not our 
unsurpassed 
natural 
highways and harbors, not our thousand 
other 
natural 
advantages, not 
our 
unequaled 
inventive genius, not our 
am bition, not our freer institutions that 
have eecured and are securing for us a 
greater reward to our efforts, none of 
these things—say these stiff-necked and 
idolatrous worshipers of 
the Mumbo 
Jum bo of Most High Protection—none 
have brought us this prosperity, but it 
must all be ascribed to our idol" and his 
high taxes.

COL. 
SOBIESK I. 


A Sketch o f HI* L ife a n d H isto r y . 
Colonel John Sobieski, who is to speak 
to-night to the Prohibitionists, was born 
in Warsaw, the capital city of Poland, in 
the year 1842. 
HÍ3 father, Count John 
Sobieski, was one of the leaders of «he 
unsuccessful Polish revolution of 1840. 
He was m artyred by the Russian Gov­ 
ernm ent, his estate confiscated, and his 
widow was banished from her country 
and died in England in 1854. The son, at 
the age of 13 years, made his way to the 
United States in 1855 and entered the 
United States army as a musician in the 
Second 
U nited 
States 
Artillery. 
His 
first 
five 
years’ service 
was 
spent on the plains west of the Missouri 
and the last five years in the Army of 
the Potomac. 
He participated in all the 
leading battles of that arm y, and during 
the last eighteen m onth9 of the war com­ 
m anded a battery of light artillery. 
Ha 
afterwards went to Mexico and entered 
its service in the war against M aximilian, 
and rem ained in the rank of Colonel till 
the defeat and execution of that unfortu­ 
nate usurper. He then returned to the 
United States and settled down in Min­ 
nesota, where, in 18G7, he was elected to 
the Legislature and introduced three 
reform measures, whose failure to be­ 
come law was through no fault of 
his. They, were, to strike out the word 
"m ale” in the Constitutional qualification 
of voters, to abolish the death peualty, 
and to prohibit the liquor traffic. 
He 
was also a member of the first Prohibition 
party Convention in this Republic. That 
was in Bloomington{ 111., and he was 
then nominated as a meml>er of the Con­ 
stitutional Convention 
on 
the 
Pro­ 
hibition 
ticket. 
He was also 
one 
of 
the 
members 
of 
the 
first 
National 
Prohibition 
Convention in 
1809. 
During the last seventeen years 
he has devoted his time to the cause of 
temperance and prohibition, and has 
spoken nearly all over the States east of 
the Rocky fo u n ta in s. 
He lias made 
over 10,009 speeches, and traveled over 
300.000 miles. In 1878 he m arried Miss 
Lydia Gertrude Lemon, and has two 
children. H is home is in Neosho, Mo. 
Mrs. Sobieski is the National Superin­ 
tendent of the W oman's Christian Tem­ 
perance Union work among the Polish 
inhabitants. 
Col. Sobieski will probably 
be in this State about three m onths.
